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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends the final rejection was 
improper because the newly cited art is from a searched area. However, Applicant's claims of 12/22/2008 contained newly claimed subject 
matter that was not previously present wherein the Office cannot anticipate claims that have not been sumitted. The art used in the 
rejection of 9/18/2008 was considered the best art available because the references read on a larger combination of elements of the entire 
disclosed device. The final rejection of 3/23/2009 reads on the universal collar. However, the claims only call for a universal collar with "the 
universal collar comprising"; wherein the container, the keyplate and the pump are not part of the claimed combination and are only 
considered as being listed for background in the preamble. In regard to Winder, Applicant is contending the stucture of the container which 
is not part of the claimed combination. The recess 46 of Winder receives a projection as claimed and thereby reads on the rejected claims. 
Claims 5 and 7 do not positively call for the container to be part of the claimed combination and do not clearly recite what is the container, 
nor the location of the container. In regards to Winder elements 14 and 18 that inlcude projection 48 contain fluid that is being dispensed 
and are thereby a container as presented in the preamble. Note that the claims only call for a universal collar and not the entire disclosed 
device and the collar of Winder reads on the structure of the claimed collar. In regard to Taljaard, figure 2 shows a rib extending between 
1 1 and 1 5. In regard to Curie note that claim 5 does not define the location of the circumference but merely refers to the sides as being 
circumferentially spaced thus leaving the definition of what is considered circumferentially spaced open for interpretation. 
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
